DUBLIN, DISTRICT COURT. 
HOLD-UP CHARGE. 


——— 
LABOURER REMANDED. 


(BEFORE MR. HANNAN.) 


George Smith, a labourer, of Cherryfield 
Cottages, Templeogue, was charged on re- 
mand with having entered the tobacconist and 
grocery store of James Collins, 25 Dunville 
avenue, Ranelagh, on the night of lith 
November, held up with a revolver and 
assaulted Miss B. Byrfie, a shop assistant 
there, and stolen from the cash register 
£6 15s. ld. and cigarettes and tobacco value 
£3. He was also charged with possession 
of a revolver for which he had no certificate, 

The proprietor of the shop, Mr. James 
Collins, said that on the night in question 
he found the till empty and £6 15s. ld. miss- 
ing. There were also missing 200 cigarettes 
and three tins of tobacco. 

Sergeant Molloy, Rathfarnham, said that he 
visited Smith’s house with Detective Officer 
Burns. When asked to account for his 
movements on the night of the llth inst., 
Smith said: ' That's for you to find out.” 
He was then brought to Rathfarnham 
Station, where he was placed on an identifi- 
cation parade and picked out by Miss Byrne, 
as one of the men concerned in the robbery. 
Miss McCluskey. who had been in the vicinity 
of the shop on the night of the affair, how- 
ever, did not identify him. 

Witness cautioned the accused man, who 
then made a statement, before making which 
he said that witness was making a mistake. 
In his statement, Smith said that on the night 
of the 11th November he went to Dowling’s 
yuublic-house at Firhouse for a message for 
vis mother. He played a game of rings with 
two men, and left about 9.30, and walked 
home, arriving there about 10.30. His father 
and mother were in the house. and he went 
to bed about 11. He did not remember 
meeting anyone on his walk home. When 
searched at the police station, a .22 revolver 
bullet was found in an outside pocket of his 
coat. 


Mr. A. Lynn ‘(who defended) said it would 
not fit the revolver. 

Witness replied that it would, and said that 
when asked where he got the bullet Smith 
said he got it from a fellow. Witness asked 


who was “ the fellow,” and Smith then said 
he found it. 


Miss Byrne, recalled, stated that the mm 
she saw had a barrel about five or six inches 


long. It would be rather big for her to 
handle. 


Smith was remanded until Tuesday next, 


bail being allowed in £50, with two sureties 
of £25 each.
